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United States Again Asks Assurances of Germany 


That American Lives and Ships Be Safeguarded| 


Text of Rejoinder of American Cabinet to German Govern- 
ment’s Excuse For Sinking of Lusitania Issued— 
Charges That Lusitania Was Armed, Was Transport- 
ing Troops From Canada and Was Carrying a Cargo 
Not Permitted by U. S. Laws, Given a Flat

WASHINGTON, June 10, — The 
United States. in ite laetst note to 
Genmany made puliiic tonight, form- 
ally asks the imperial German gov- 
ernment for assurances that measures 
hereafter will be adopted to safeguard 
“American lives and American ships” 
on the high seas. The alternative in 
case of refusal ia not stated, 

It was this note to which William 
Jennings Bryan refused to attach his 
signature, resigning instead h's port- 
folio as secretary of state and thereby 
precipitating a dramatic enbinet 
crisis, Robert Lansing, secretary of, 
atate ad interim, signed the communi- 
cation, which went forth with the ap- 
proval of President 
entire cabinet.

LONDON, June 10—Ruasian rein- 
forcements have arrived in the Baltic 
provinces and in Galicia, and it hae 
hecome their turn to attack. Accord- 
ing to the German official report re- 
ceived tonight, part of the German 
force on the Dubissa river in the Bal- 
tic provinces, threatened by an en- 
clrcling movement, were obliged to 
withdraw, although’ in the region of 
Shavii and on the Niemen they claim 
to be making frogress despite a stub- 
born ‘Russian resistance, 

More important, in the belief of 
military observers. however, is the 
apparent change that is taking place 
in the Galician battle. Here again, 
according to the German account, the 
Ruesians are advancing to the south 
and southeast of Lemberg and also 
are attacking General Linsingen’s 
force which crossed the Dniester near 
Zurawna, 

Use Dniester For Defence, 

In eastern Galicia and Bukowina, 
however, the Russians are falling 
back between the Pruth and Dniester 
rivers with the intention, it is hellev- 
ed. of making the Dniester thetr iine 
of defense from the Rumanian fron- 
tier to the southeast of Praemysl. 
They have very strong positions along 
this line, and jnilitary experts say that 
if they can drive back, the Germans 
who crossed the river near Zurawna, 
Lemberg will remain in their Qinds 
and they will be in a position to de- 
liver a vigorous offensive—at any 
rate a5 svon as the Austriang and 
Germans begin to withdraw troops 
for their western and southern cam- 
paigns. . 

It is possible that this withdrawal 
commenved some days ago, fer Dutch 
Corresponien.s report the arrival of 
large numbers ci troop trains in Bel- 
gium and the commencement of a bat- 
tle to the south of Ypres. The offi- 
cial reports, rowever, make ro men- 
tion of such a battle, 

Along most of the french front the 
fighting is of a character similar to 
that which has been in progress for 
many months. Tho Irench are said 
to be on the offensive, but as to re- 
sults the claims of (Gerlin and Paris 
are contradictory, 

Heavy fighting conttnues on the 
Italian front, #articniarly along the 
Isonzo river, where the Italians state 
they have taken Montalcone, an im- 
portant town near tne coast.

Was issued by the war office tonight: 

“The artillery combat continues in 
the sector to the north of Arras. It 
has been retarded, however, by a very 
thick fog. Supplementary reports on 


the capture of Neuville St. Vaast es- 
tablish the fact that, the northeast 
section of the village and the small 


fort which the enemy had organized 
there were defended with extreme 
obstinacy, It was by a struggle foot 
hy foot from house to house that our 
infantry took pos sion of the entire 
position, The Germans did not retire 
until the last extremity. They left in 
our hands « quantity of ammunition, 


neluding a 77 gun and @everal ma- 
hine guns. We found in the houses 
ihe pasange Ways and ce. ars up- 


wards of 1.000 German dead. In tty 
region of Hebuterne we captured from 
the epemy on June ¥, 8 and 9, six 
machine guts. In Champaigne, in 
the region of Beausejour, more than 
a battalion of the enemy attacked our 
trenches, but were everywhere re- 
nulsed, number of dead were left 
on the ground, On the heights of 
the Meuse, notably at Les lipurges, 
there Was a violent artillery engage- 
ment. in the course of whica our suns 
reduced to silence the batteries of ie 
enemy.” 

RUSSIAN REPORT. 
PETROGRAD, via London, June 11 
(4.05 a.m)—An official statement 

issued today by the war office was 4s 
follows: 


“We successfully repulsed German 
attacks on June 8 and % on an e@X- 
tended front in the Shavli region, Ve- 
tween the Orsyez and the Vistula 
there was an intense artillery duel on 
the 8th and %th, On the righs bank 
of the Pillea at dawn of the 4t the 
enemy attempted to attack us with 
small forces but was repulsed, aber- 
doning to us dozens of prisoners, Ta 
Galicia the enemy attacked with 
strong forces our positions protecting 


Mosciska (37 miles southwest of Letn- 
berg). The attack was opened with 
an extremely active artillery five at 


five o'clock in the evening of the Sih. 
Mmiploying asphyxiating shells ifte 
three hours cannonade the enemy ¢ 
masses of infantry to the  assirlt. 
These troaps reached our wire entan- 
elements, but there their advan te woe 
irrested. The following morning the 
enemy, suffering still heavier los os 
was repulsed a distance of 2,000 paces 
from our trenches. 

“An engagement favorable to us 
occurred on the Dniester on the 8th 
ind the morning of the $th, a the 
right bank of the Dniester from Us 
artazbeng to Sdowiza Wwe preisect the 
enemy back. captured another 2.000 
prisoners with fifty officers and eight 
machine guns. On the left oang of 
the Dniester in the Jurasno regio. the 
enemy was unable to attack advan- 
iageously and after a stubborn fight 
was driven back behind the ta lway, 
We seized some villages, taking it the 
village of Bukaczew eight huniced 
prisoners, including 20 officers.” 

GERMAN REPORT, 

BERLIN, June 10, London, 3.30 
p.m.—The text of the German state- | 
ment follows: 

“In the western theatre; Battles at 
Souchez and Neuville continue, To 
the north of Souchez attempts of the 
French to make an attack were frus- 
trated at the very étart. To the west 


of Souchez, in the neighborhood of 
the sugar refinery, the French ob- 
tained minor advantages, An at- 


tack made by the enemy against our 
positions to the north of Neuville 
broke down, Advances attempted by 
the enemy east of Hebuterne failed, 
In the course of the latest battle 
there, 10 Frenchmen were made 
prisoners, In the region of Souan 
and to the north of Hurlus, we took 
possession of several enemy trenches. 
North of Les Mesnil, a French posi- 
tion was taken by storm and main- 
tained, notwithetarding an enemy 
night attack. A number of machine 
guns and four mine-throwers fell in- 
to our hands. In the western part of 
the forest of Le ‘Pretre, a section of 
our outer trenches remained in the 
hands of the enemy. 

“In the eastern theatre: To the 
southeast of Shavli, the Russians of- 
fered strong resistance yesterday, to 
our advance, Minor progress Was 
made, The booty taken by us in the 
last two days in this district amounts 
to 2,250 prisoners and two machine 
guns. The enemy brought forward 
reinforcements from a northeastern 
direction in opposition to our encircl- 
ing movements on the east of the 
Dubissa, On acconat of this menace, 
our wing was withdrawn towards the 
line of Beisagola-Soginie without be- 
ing interfered with by the enemy. 


South of the Niemen river we took 
2.202 Russian prisoners, while ‘in 


pursuit of the enemy since June 6th. 
We also captured two flags, twelve 
machine guns and many of the field 
kitchens and carts. 

“In the southeastern theatre: The 
situation to the east of Przemysl re- 
mains unchanged. 

“Mresh Russian forces advanced 
from the region of Mikolaiow. and 
Rohatyn to the south and southeast 
of Lemberg respectively, Their at- 
tack was repulsed by parts of the ar- 
my under General Linsingen on the 
line of ‘Litymas, northeast of Droho- 


bac and Zurawna, in the Dniester 
section. East of Stanisinu and at

One hundred and thirty firms from 


Halifax to Vancouver are engaged in 
the work of amassing and assembling. 
Others are occupied in the manufac- 
ture of blanks, bullets, discs, cart- 
ridge cases. buckshot, primers, tubes, 
tin cups for shrapnel, grub screws, 
sockets and plugs, steel base plates 
and boxes. From an enumeration 
these various articles it will be ob- 
served how extensive the several op- 
erations are, At the present time no 
less than 247 factories are engaged in 
this work in 78 cities and towns in 
the Dominion, in Montreal alone 35 
factories being ‘employed, Toronto 
has 28, Hamilton 17, and = s0. on 
throughout the Dominion from coast 
to coast. Practically every province 
of Canada is ‘participating in this en- 
terprise. The manufacture of shells 
in this country is giving employment 
to between 60,000 and 70,000 artisans 
while the total weekly wage bill e 
ly amounts to $1,000,000, From these 
figureg you will see what the shell 
making industry means to the work- 
ing men as well 4s the manufacturers 
of the Dominion. The changes which 


were necessary in the equipment of 
the various factories by adding new 


machinery, or in the readjustment of 


existing plants were made by the 
manufacturers themselves and at 
their own expense, These changes 


gave employment to many other fac- 
tories which ‘were not ‘directly engag- 
ed in making ammunition, 

“In the course of a very short time 
now we shall be producing from be- 
tween 40,000 and 60,000 shells per 
day. For the contracts already plac- 
ed it may interest you, to know that 
170.000 tons of steel, about 30,000 
tons of lead, and several thousand 
tons of other materials are required,”

}port to prevent the use of intoxi- 
eating liquor, but only its abuse.
